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nesses Testify as to What Gon- 


bales Said After Being Shot by 
Tillman—Babcock Gives In 
the Dying Statement 
of Gonzales. 


Lexington, 8S. C., September 30.—Dur- 
' ing the seven hours devoted today to 
the trial of James H. Tillman seven of 
the state's witnesses were heard. Some 
of the cross-examinations today by 
counse] for the defense were rigid. The 
siate still has a number of witnesses to 
be called, and it is now indicated that 
at least two weeks will be consumed in 
the ‘trial of the case. 

Dr. B. W. Taylor, who was on the 
Stand when court adjourned yesterday, 
concluded his testifiony thls morning. In 
answer to a question by counse! for the 
state, he said the operation was neces- 
Sary to prolong life. After an examina- 
tion of the wounds he entertained no 
hopes for the recovery of Mr. Gonzales. 


Much of his testimony was of a techni-’ 


cal nature. Mr. Gonzales was under 
the influence of an anesthetic when he 
first saw him at the hospital. 

Dr. J. H. McIntosh, a Columbia phy- 
Sicilian, said he saw Mr. Gonzales in the 
Office of The State after the shooting and 
that he rode with him in the ambu- 
lance from that office to the hospital. 
They were alone in the ambulance, he 
eaid. 

Asked by the solicitor if Mr. Gonzales 
said anything on the way to the hos- 
pital, the witness said Gonzales looked 
about to see if any one else was present, 
then said that he wanted witness to 
Bay frankly if he was mortally wounded. 
Witness said he told Gonzales that he 
was afraid he was mortally wounded. 
Gonzales then said, the doctor teatified: 

“Yes, I think that fellow got me.’ 

The doctor then told of the course of 
treatment pursued. 

Witness was asked as to the mental 
condition of Gonzales from the time he 
first saw him up to the time he was 
placed under an anaesthetic at the hos- 
pital. He replied that Gonzales was 
calm and clear in mind. 

Hoyt Gives Gonzales’ Statement. 

J. A. Hoyt, Jr., of the @Mlitoriai staff 
of The State, said he saw Mr. Gon- 
Zales in the office of The State soon af- 
ter the shooting. He was continuously 
with Mr. Gonzales until he was carried 
to the hospital. Mr. Hoyt was asked if 
Gonzales said anything to him at that 
time relative to his condition. 

“Yes,’ said the witness, “he said, af- 
ter his wife had left, that he was afraid 
he would die before his wife got there.” 

The witness w then asked if Mr. 
Gonzales made any statement to him 
at that time, the witness replying that 
Gonzales had told him about the shoot- 
ing. 

Objection was raised by the defense 
to the admission of the statement and 
a lengthy argument lasting for about 
two and a half hours ensued. The de- 
fense contended that the statement was 
not admissible as a dying statement, 
dwelling on the testimony of Dr. Gritfith, 
one of the physicians who assisted in 
the case, and who had testified that 
Gonzaies had smiled when he gave him 
Some encouragement’ as to his condition 
when he was in the office of The State. 

Counsel for the state contended that the 
testimony of witnesses showed that Gon- 
zales believed death to be imminent. 

The testimony given by M. C. Wallace, 
& compositor on The State, who preceded 
Mr, Hoyt on the stand, was to the effect 
that Mr. Gonzales told him while lying in 
the office of The State something to the 
effect trat he could not live. 

It was not untij four minutes of the 
hour for the midday recess—1!:30 p. m.-— 
that the arguments were concluded and a 
ruling madc by the court. Judge Gary de- 
cided that the statement that Mr. Hoyt 
said Gonzales made to him was admis- 
Fable, holding that all the requirements of 
law relative to the admission of dying 
declaring had been met. 

The defense then objected to the intro- 
duction of a verbal statement, if there 
were any written statements made by 
Gonzales. 

When court reconvened at 3 p. m. Mr. 
Hoyt proceeded to give the statement. Mr. 
Hoyt then said Mr. Gonzales made the 
following statement to him: 

‘He said that he had left The State 
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men om the capitol with two 
~gam he did not recogriize. He said 
prae several people standing around 
er, and that he saw if he kept on 
pen ge along the edge of the pave- 
‘would brush against these mon, 
‘and, to avoid them, he cut diagonally 
across the pavement toward the corner 
of the transfer station, and as he was go- 
ing across he saw Tillman pull a big pistol 
and shoot. He said that he turned and 
faced him and exclaimed, ‘Shoot again, 
you coward, You have killed me.’ He 
looked Tillman in the face and Tillman 
held the pistol at him, but did not shoot. 

He said that then some gentleman ran 
up and helped him. He said that just as 
he shot—-just about the time Tillman sitet 
—that he (Tillman) exclaimed, ‘I have 
dane what you said,’ or ‘I have taken 
you at your word,’ or something like 
that.” 

The statement, he said, was made about 
half an hour after the shooting. 

Mr. Hoyt was questionéd on cross-ex- 
amination by Mr. Nelson as to his feel- 
ings toward the (efendant. 

“Your feelings toward him are very bit- 
ter, aren't they? Don’t you feel very re- 
vengeful about him?’ 

“Well, I don’t think I harbor renquanes 
against anybody.” 

“You don’t feel hostile towards Ses 

“That hardiy expresses it.’’ 

“Well, express it yourself,” 
Nelson. 

“| felt very indignant toward the man 
who had killed my best friend, and I! 
suppose if I harbor vengeance toward 
anybody, it would be.toward him," re- 
plied the witness. 

Mr. Nelson continuing: 

“After the killing, did not you write in 
the harshest terms of him as a black- 
guard, a gambler, a drunkard and a 

murderer?” 

**You will find in the—”’ 

“Don’t tell what I will find. I am 
asking you did you write or not?” 

“I did not write all that.’”’ 

“What did you write?’ 

“I wrote he was a cowardly assassin, 
and signed my name to it, In The State 
of January 16." 

Dr. Barron on Stand. 

Dr. C. W. Barron, of Columbia, was 
at the hospital when Mr. Gonzales was 
brought there from The State office. He 
said he asked Mr. Gonzales, within ten or 
fifteen minutes after he had been carried 
into the hospital: 

“N. G., do you understand your condi- 
tion ?’’ . 

“I do,” the doctor said Gonzales replied, 
when witness said he asked him the 
further questiorsm 

“Do you understand, N. G., that you 
will probably die?’ the reply being, wit- 
ness testified: 

~~ ea.” 

The doctor said Mr. Gonzales had no 
hope of recovery. He considered Gonzales 
in extremis. Witness said Gonzales made 
a statement at the hospital] which the 
witness said Gonzales said was a death 
statement. 

Dr. J. W. Babcock, superintendent of 
the state insane hospital, saw Gonzales 
as he lay on the floor in The State office. 
He described the location of the bullet 
wounds, and gave the opinion that it 
was indicated that the body of a man 
receiving such wounds was on the point 
of turning. Dr. Babcock also saw Gon- 
zales at the hospital just after he was 
received there. Gonzales, he said, made a 
Statement to him which he said he took 
down in long-hand notes. 
his notes, he said, the following were 
the words of Gonzales as near as he 
could take it down: 

“He had one man with him, who was a 
particular friend of his, Talbird; another 
man whose face I did not observe. I 
Started for the state house, as usual. As 
I got to the corner of Gervais street I 
recognized Tillman. I knew if I kept on 
I would collide with him, as they were 
three abreast both on the outside. I cut 
diagonally to the left, intending to turn 
the corner into Gervais street, which I 
could have done without: touching the 
inside man. As [| got On the turn, two 
or three feet from the exact corner, he 
said, pulling a pistol, or had it in his 
siceve, fired d made some expression. 
The shock threw me around against the 
pillar on Main street. I faced him. He 
pointed the pistol, so I called him a cow- 
ard. He said, ‘I took your advice,’ or 
something to that effect; he put the pists! 
in his pocket and sauntered into the 
street. I never sent him a message. He 
said, ‘I have taken you at the word.’ I 
supposed he referred to something I said 
in an editorial in the campaign. He gaid 
this after he fired. I had no idea of meet- 
ing him. I had seen him two days be- 
fore in the lobby of the house. The 
thing was finished as far as 1 was con- 
cérned.”’

Porter Entertains Friends in 
a Pullman--Comes to 
Grief.

Macon, Ga., September 30.—(Special.)— 
A Jersey City negro, Milton Jackson by 
name, and a sleeping car porter by la- 
bor, has been taught that sleepers on side 
tracks, though that sleeper be temporarily 
under his direct charge and management, 
can net be used for entertainments of 
the “rough house’ variety. One of the 
Pullmans side tracked here last night to 
await the train for whose time it was 
marked, carried Jackson as its porter. 
It was blocked with its brakes near the 
union depot, and, during the early eve- 
ning hours, was thrown open by the por- 
ter, who. from the rear platform, greeted 
some of his Macon friends as they passed. 
Shortly afterwards an employee of the 
Pullman company. in passing. noticed that 
Jackson and a half dozen nqzroes were 
makin themselves ieasy in the coach, 
notwithstanding the fact that an assembly 
of negroes in the car was. against the 
rules of the company. The Pullman 
man drew Jackson's attention to the rule 
he was breaking in a pleasant manner, 
and suggested that the porter entertain 
his friends at another place. Jackson ex- 
hibited a pronounced temper, and, beside 
telling the official that he.-Jackson, would 
do as he pleased, he ordered the offi- 
cial from the coach, drawing a knife 
with a long, ugly blade, as he did so. The 
Pullman man at once notified the police 
Officer on. that beat and requested the 
arrest of Jackson. The porter did not 
appear inclined to surrender when ap- 
proached by the policeman, but finally 
concluded a surrender was advisable. In 
police court this morning Judge Free- 
man heard the testimony. and, in addi- 
tion to imposing a fine o” $!0 or two 
months on the gang, bound Jackson over 
to the city court for carrying concealed 
weapons.

Laurens County 5 Ask 
for Convicts, but It Is Proba- 
ble Request Will Be With- 
drawn—Other News 
Items. 


Dublin, Ga., September 30.—(Special.)— 
The question whether *or not Laurens 
county should take her short-term felony 
convicts for work upon the public roads 
and thus lose her pro rata share of the 
public school fund hag become a very 
interesting one in this county, and rather 
warm arguments are indulged in daily 
by the advoeates of either proposition. 
The board of commissioners of roads and 
revenues at their meeting the first of 
this month made a request for the coun- 
ty’s number of convicts, twenty-three, 
and unless the. order be cancelled ‘the 
county’s school fund will be cut about 
$3,500. Next Tuesday the October meet- 
ing of the commissioners will be held, 
and strong pressure will be brought to 
bear upon them to rescind their action. 

It is understood that at least three of 
the five commissioners have decided to 
reconsider fhe board’s action and with- 
draw the request for the convicts. 

Thursday night next the city board of 
education, at its regular monthly meet- 
ing, will probably elect two additional 
teachers for the public schools for whites. 
Eleven teachers are now handling more 
than 450 pupils—a number thought to be 
too large for good results, Some of the 
grades are badly congested, in two of 
them there being over sixty-five puplis 
each. The Dublin schools have the larg- 
est attendance and enrollment this fall 
in their history, and the system is the 
pride of the entire community. 

Laurens county is certain to have an 
exhibit at the state fair in Macon which 
will either win first prize or be a very 
close second best. John W. Horn, one 
of the county's prominent planters, has 
been employed by the business men of 
Dublin and by the farmers to devote his 
entire time until] the opening of the fair 
to getting up an exhibit of the county’s 
products, He hag been out two weeks 
and the success he is meeting with is 
encouraging.

A trench 3 feet wide and 12% feet decoy .

Threw Up His Hands. 

Mr. Johnson ran five or six feet, when 
he was caught by the dirt and was buried 
to his waist. Assistant City Engineer 
W. B. Clay, standing on the bank above 
him, shouted: “Throw up your hands to 
protect your face."”’ Mr. Johnson threw 
his hand, which still clutched his note 
book, before his face to protect him. 

“For God's sake, men, jump in and 
save him!’’ shouted Clay, and a half- 
dozen negro laborers sprang in and began 
digging Mr. ‘Johnson. out. They had 
thrown out only a few shovelfuls of dirt 
when there was a second cave-in, which 
covered Mr. Johnson completely and most 
of the negroes who were trying to effect 
his rescue. Another crowd sprang in to 
dig the negroes out. One negro was cov- 
ered up to his neck. Another cave-in was 
threatened, and it looked as if the second 
crowd of rescuers would be buried als9.

Brad Smith was the only one dead. 

His Skull Fractured. 

When Mr. Johnson was found, which 
was over a half hour after the first aé- 
cident, although the rescuers labored with 
feverish haste to get to him, he was still 
standing erect, with his note book in his 
hand, which was before his face. A big 
clod of hard dirt had fractured his skull, 
and he had evidently been killed instantly. 

The tragic occurrence has thrown a 
gloom over the entire city. Mr, Johnson 
was very popular, having a host of 
friends. He had been superintendent of 
public works for nine years, and was one 
of the most prominent and capable city 
engineers in the south. He was 38 years 
of age, and leaves a wife and 4 number 
of children. He was a son of Captain F. 
J. Johnson, county school commissioner. 
He was a prominent member of the Rose 
Hill Baptist church, and was @ member 
of R. E. Lee lodge, Knights of Pythias.

David Bailey Came Near 
Death from Dose of 
Papine. 


David Balley, a drug clerk employed 
at Branan & Anthony’s pharmacy, would 
have been a dead man yesterday after- 
neon from a doge of papine, if Dr. J. G. 
Wiikins, city physician for the sixth 
ward, had not worked on him for two 
hours. Bailey was taken from the Kim: 
ball house yesterday afternoon about 4:30 
o'clock and carried to the police barracks, 
Special Officer Wilson charging him with 
being drunk. At the barracks jit was 
quickly seen that the young man was 
poisoned, and Dr. Wilkins was’ summoned, 

Bailey wag unconscious and in a condi- 
tion of coma when the physician reach- 
ed him. For two hours the doctor, with 
the assistance of attaches of.the barracks, 
worked on the young man, before he 
showed any signs’of returning conscious- 
ness. 

When he was finally at himself again, 
Bailey admitted having taken a large 
dose of papire, which is a preparation 
containing a large ‘percentage of mor- 
phine. He claimed, however, that the 
drug had not been taken with any sul- 
cidal intent. ? 

“I was just broke down from work,’’ 
he stated. “I had been suffering from 
nervous prostration for several days, and 
today I took papine to give me relief. I 
had no idea of taking tgo much, and did 
not think the drug would act so quickly 
and so powerfully” 

Turning to Dr. Wilkins, 

“Doctor, they tell me you 
my life. I want to thank you 
as I had no idea of ending my life.’’ 

Bailey boards at 99 Trinity avenue. 
His home is in Georgetown, S. C., and 
he came to Atlanta last August. He is 
about twenty-seven years of age, and ap- 
pears to be of sound constitution. After 
he was pronounced out of danger he was 
sent from the barracks to the Grady hos- 
pital, where he

GOOD ADVICE IS GIVEN BOYS. 


Address of Colonel W. P. Price, Sr., 
to Dahlonega Students. 

Dahlonega, Ga., September 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Colonel W. P. Price, president of 
the board of trustees of the North Geor- 
gia Agricultural co..ege, delivered the 
annual address for the board of trustees. 
Colonel] Price has been the father of this 
institution, and has played an important 
part in education in Georgia. He secured 
the passage of the act of congress which 
donated the old mint and grounds for 
educational purposes, and without any 
restriction. Students have found him a 
helper in many difficulties, and carry 
away with them the warmest feeling of 
friendship and affection. When the col- 
lege has needed supporters, Colonel Price 


| has always been able to rally a loyal and 


enthusiastic army of old students, and it 
is hoped hig usefulness will be spared 
many years to the cqilege, and that his 
energy, enthusiasm and work will become 
a lasting characteristic of the institution 
and its students, 

Colonel Price briefly outlined the origin, 
history, struggles and work of the col- 
lege, and illustrated the points with in- 
teresting aneedotes, which were greeted 
with hearty applause. He dwelt upon the 
importance of punctuality and the cheer- 
ful obedience of afi rules and orders. 
While admitting that much would seem 
unnecessary and unduly strict, he showed 
that this very feeling indicated the neces- 
sity of forming the ‘important habits 
which make the guccessful man and 
woman. He pointed out that these habits 
of promptness and order enabied the 
young ladies, also, to become systematic 
‘housekeepers and to skillfully manage a 
home as well as to ornament it. 

He dwelt especially upon the habit of 
spending money foolishly, and upon the 
bid practice of incurring debts. He said 
there were people who realized that the 
students had such a feeling of honor 
the? would try to pay debts, and for this 
reason would encourage them.

HEAVY PENALTY 
FOR REFILLING 


Government Gives Strict In- 
structions Regarding 
Whisky Bottles, 


United States Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue J. W. Yerkes, at Washing- 
ton, has issued important instructions to 
revenue collectors and revenue agents 
regarding the refilling and reuse by: deal- 
ers of whiskey bottles that have previous- 
ly been filed and stamped under the pro- 
visions of the United States law. 

aX penalty has been in force for some 
time against violations of this act and 
the department will begin at once a more 
determined effort to enforce the provis- 
ions of the law. Reports are being fre- 
ceived by the department which indicates 
that there is a growing tendency among 
numbers of people to violate this law. 
Local Revenue Collector H. A. Rucker 
has received a copy of the instructions 
from Washington, and a close watch will 


be kept to prevent any violations. The 
act provides that for each offense, the 
offender shall be fined not less than $100 
nor more than $1,000 and be imprisoned 
not more than two years, in the discre- 
tion of the court. It is also provided 
that the spirits, contained in the bottles, 
shall be forfeited to the government. 
fhe instructions state that while the 
reuse of a bottle for the purpose of con- 
taining spirits, which had once been filled 
and stamped under the act referred to 
without destroying the stamp previously 
affixed to the bottle, may not result in 
fraud, upon the government, it involves 
a gross violation of the law and enables 
the offender to impose upon the public 
by disposing of a cheap and inferior 
grade of whiskey, different in quality and 
alcoholic strength from the original con- 
tents, at a price equal to the whiskey 
of standard strength and quality repre- 
sented by the stamp and contained in 
the bottle when the stamp was affixed. 
Instructions have also been sent out 
by the department directing the strict 
enforcement of the law prohibiting the 
sale of tobacco, snuff, cigars ani ciga- 
rettes by retail dealers outside of the 
original manufacturer's stamped pack- 
ages. Revenue officers are instructed to 
begin this strict enforcement on Novem- 
ber |, after which time all such articles 
found on sale or displayed outside of 
original packages are to be seized and 
forfeited to the government. 

A heavy penalty of fine and imprison- 
ment is provided in cases of Such viola- 
tions. 

These instructions were also prompted 
by reports received by the department 
to the effect that the law is being much- 
ly violated.

1. We appeal to the people to adopt 
the constit «tional amendment, reclaiming 
for themselves the right of supplementary 
local taxacion to be exercised in thos® 
communities that desire it in accordance 
with the democratic principle of home 
rule. 

2 We declare ourselves in favor of ad- 
vancement in our educational system; 
better training and payment of teachers: 
expert school supervisian; longer terms: 
the consolidation (where practicable) of 
weak and scattered schools into strong 
and more efficilent organizations; the im- 
provement of school houses and grounds. 

8. Realizing the strorig devotion of the 
women of the state to the welfare of the 
children. we appeal to them to organize 
school improvement societies in every 
county and locality, and to aid by their 
influence in the acomplishment of the 
objects outlined in this aedress. 

4. We invoke the ald of the great 
agencies, the pulpit and the press. We 
recommend that, the friends of education 
hold rallies in all the counties of the 
state, and invite the cooperation of all 
good citizens in this effort for the intel- 
lectual, industrial and moral elevation of 
the citizenship of the future.

The Issue in the Miller Case. 


In the decision of President Roose- | 


velt on the Miller case organized la- 
bor in this eountry seems to have 
tome to an impasse. 

Miller having been expelled from a 
labor union, his discharge from the 
government printing office was de- 
manded and granted, but he was sub- 
sequently reinstated by the presi- 
dent’s order through the proper offi 
cers. Then appeal was made to the 
president to rescind that order and 
recognize the right of the union to re- 
quire that only union workmen be 
employed in the service. To this the 
president replies that government 
business is public business, outside 
the conditions of private contract, and 
as the executive of the government 
he cannot lawfuily discriminate be- 
tween individuals on the ground of 
their membership in.or non-affiliation 
With labor unicns. 

Now it is up to the leaders of organ- 
izod labor in this country to decide 
What they will do about the situation 
thus created. They contend that their 
federated unions constitute a body 
of citizens of such numbers and im- 
portance as to deserve distinctive rec- 
Ognition by the government; that con- 
gress has so recognized them by hear- 
ing and yielding to their requests for 
legislation, and that itis of prime im- 
poriance to the interests of the labor 
element of the nation that the govern- 
ment should set the supreme example 
of employing only organized labor in 
its service. To which pleas the presi- 
dent has spoken a reasoned and em- 
phatic negative. 

On the face of it the case is: simple 
enough. The business of the govern- 
ment 1s the business of the whole peo- 
ple and their sovereignty over it can- 
not be impeached or interfered with 
by aty combination of persons with 
impunity. The labor unions are mu- 
tual associaiions, unchartered by the 
laws as a rule, and acting wholly upon 
their own motion in matters that they 
may control by the legitimate force 
that inheres in organization for mu- 
tual ends. It 1s very plain that any 
demand they may make upon the gov- 
ernment must not be in derogation 
of the equal laws made for its guid- 
ance. rn 

In the light of President Roose- 
velt’s decision the labor unign leaders 
may well inquire whethet they are 
not entitied to some publi sympathy. 
They drilled tweir compact army of 
voters to follow the flag of Mark Han- 
na, “the greatest friend that organ- 
ized labor has ever had,” and to elect 
the administrations of the party that 
is controlled by the capitalists, the 
trusts and the g!

New York, September 30.—Twentyfive 
new poems-from the pen of Rudyard Kip- 
ling will be published tomorrow. They 
will appear in-a volume erititled ‘The 
Five Nations,” published simultaneously 
in New York and London, the American 
edition coming from the © presses of 
Doubleday, Page & Company. The poet 
gained inspiration for most of his work 
in the South African war and several of 
the poems take rank with the best Ser- 
vice songs that he sang in India in by- 
gone years. He is generous in praise of 
the Boer and not afraid to ridicule the 
errors of his own countrymen.

Judge W. T. Newman, of the United 
States court, yesterday handed down an 
opinion in the case of George H. Sims, 
trustee in bankruptcy, against the Union 
Assurance Society, a case that involves 
the disappearance of E. G. Coffman, 


tite aNeged abdscomding official of the 


defunct Southern agricultural works, 


Judge Newman's decision bAAT <4 
vor of the insurance company. 

The main point represented in the liti- 
gation is the question whether the in- 
surance company could require an ex- 
amination under oath of Coffman, the 
insured, relative to losses under a cer- 
tain policy of fire insurance. Judge New- 
man holds that the company has such 
right and decided in its favor, as Coff- 
man, who has got been heard from since 
his disappearance, failed to appear and 
undergo the examination demanded. 

The' case is a suit brought January I, 
1901, by Trustee Sims on a fire insur- 
ance policy for $10,500, which was is- 
sued to Coffman in December, 1899, by 
the Union Assurance Society: The pol- 
icy covere’ the plant of a plow works 
in Macon, owned by Coffman, and which 
he purchased from the B. E. Willingham 
Plow Company. The plant Was destroy- 
ed by fire on May 20, 1900, and the 
United States court proceedings were 
brought in an effort to recover the 
amount of the policy. 

Both sides agreed to submit the case 
for decision to Judge Newman, without 
trial by a jury, and an agreed statement 
of facts in the matter was supmitted to 
him. It was sgtated that on May 29, 
1900, Coffman absconded; that prior to 
his leaving Atlanta a warrant was sworn 
out for his arrest, charging him with 
embezzlement of the funds of the South- 
ern agricultural works, with which con- 
cern he was connected. On June 8 a 
petition in involuntary bankruptcy was 
filed against Coffman and George H. 
Sings was appointed receiver. for the 
property of the ‘bankrupt, he béing after- 
wardg appointed trustee, 

Received Sims made out proofs of the 
losses sustained by the plow plant in the 
Macon fire and submitted these to the 
Union Assurance Society in order that 
he might collect the Insurance. The in- 
Surance company declined to recognize 
the proofs of loss, denying that the re- 


‘ceiver had any right to make out such 


proofs, and claiming that this should be 
done by the insurer himself. The come 
pany then also demanded of the receiver 
that Coffman undergo an examination 
under oath as to the losses. 3 
Coffman had left the city at that time, 
however, and his whereabouts, it seems, 
were unknown. On the date specified in 
the demand Coffman failed to put fn.an 
appearance, but Receiver Sims and his 


counsel were on hand, and the receiver 


was offered for the examination demand- 
ed of Coffman. The insurance company, 
however, declined to examine him. The 
receiver then appealed to the courte. 
The insurance company is represented 
by Attorneys King & Spalding.

Report of Roberls on Opera- 
lions of the Treasury 


During the Fiscal Year Just Closed 
the Total Receipts Were $560,- 
896,674, and the Total Ex- 
penditures Were $506,- 
099,007, 


Washington, September 80.—Bilis KH. 
Roberts, treasurer of the United States, 
has submitted to Secretary Shaw his re- 
pert on the condition of the treasury 
June 30, 1903, and its operations during 
the past fiscal’year, The total net rev- 
enue for the year was $660,396,674, an 
increase of $38,988,439 over the year pre- 
ceeding, and the total expenditures $560,- 
099,007, an increase of $36,782,034. 

The surplus was $4,297,667, as com- 
pared with $91,287,375 in 1902. In the 
receipts there was an increase of upward 
of $30,000,000 from customs, and a fall- 
ing off of over $41,00C,000 from internal 
revenue, the latter being the result of 
legislation enacted w.th that object, On 
the side of the expenditures there was 
an increase in every imoortant account, 
exicept pensions and interest, in which 
there were slight savings. The expendi- 
tures for the two militdry departments, 
which together amounted to $191,237.,- 
554, forming by far the heaviest outlay 
for any single purpose, were upward of 
$21,000,000 greater than the year before. 

The aggregate income, including beside 
the revenues, the receipts from bonds, 
notes and coin certificates, was $!,2!1,- 
394,097, and the aggregate outgo $!,122,- 
647,665. At the close of the year the 
treasury held $893,068,869 in gold and 
sliver on deposit against outstanding. cer- 
tificates and treasury notes beside the 
:$150,000,000 in gold which forms the re- 
serve against United States notes, 

Treasurer Roberts places the monetary 
stock of the country on June 30, 1903, 
including gold and silver, United States 
notes, treasury notes and national bank 
notes, but not certificates, at $2,688,149,- 
621, an increase of $124,882,963 for the 
year, The increase in gold was $60,137,- 
40], and in national bank notes $56,998,- 
559. 

The total estimated stock of gold was 
$1,252,731,990; constituting nearly 47 per 
cent of the whole. The gold in the treas- 
ury amounted to $631,420,789, after a 
gain of $71,220,480 in twelve months. 
During the year $126,715,723 in gold was 
deposited at the: mints and assay offices. 
Of the receipts from customs at the port 
of New York, constitution 67 per cent of 
the whole, 88 per cent were in gold. The 
proportion of gold at other ports is about 
80 per cent. 

The imports of gold were $44,892,027, 
and the exports $47,090,595. 

The increase of the money in circula- 
tion during the year was $121,740,752, of 


which $59,776,462 was in gold and gold 
certificate and $54,520,193 in national 
bai.- notes, The share of money for 
each person increased 89 cents and the 
proportion of gold to the whole rose to 
42 per cent, the highest ratio ever recagsd- 
ed. There has been a continua] increase 
in the proportions of paper currency of 
the denominations of $10 and under in 
circulation, but the growth hardly keeps 
pace with the demand, The supply can 
be increased if congress will authorize the 
issue of gold certificates for $10 and re- 
move the restriction on the issue of $5 
notes by nationa] banks. To meet the 
constant pressure requires strenuous ef- 
fort. The national bank notes present- 
ed for redemption during the year 
amounted to $196,429,62!, or 5! per cent 
of the average outstanding. The figures 
show that the tens and twenties remain 
in circulation longest.

Champion Bels $1,000 He Can 
Defeat Walthour, 


Bobby and the Frenchman Will Meet 
in the New Velodz-ome About 
Thanksgiving Day To Set- 
tle Championship and 
the Side Bet. 


Atlantans will have another chance tc 
sce Champion, the great French rider, 
and Walthour contest for the champion- 
ship of America, this time in a sixteen 
horse-power motor race, which will be 
held in Atlanta about Thanksgiving, in 
in the big veledrome to be erected either 
On the vacant lot on Pryor street next 
to the Jewish Temple or on Jackson 
Street on the old circus site.

That 
Walthour wil! accept the Champion offer 
is considered a foregone conclusion. 

Will Build at Once. 

Manager Prince has returned to At- 

lanta for the purpose of building this 
track, and intends to erect it in the next 
two months. He mumber of sites 
in mind, and intends to select one of 
them at once and get to work. He will 
remain in thé city until this work is com- 
pleted. In regard to the races in Savan- 
nah he says thai they were fairly well 
attended. 
“There were two races held,” said Man- 
ager Prince, “between Walthour and 
Champion as a part of the series to decide 
the championship. Walthour won the 
first last Priday night, Winning the best 
two out of three 5-mile heats. Monday 
night the race was a 20-mile contest, 
without/ a stop, with the provision that 
if any /jaccident happaned the race should 
ntil it was repaired. When 10 
miies/and 3 laps had been reeled off at tire 
ratej/of fourteen minutes and nineteen 
secgnds, which breaks all records for an 
t-lap track, Walthour was two laps 
in/ thé lead. At this moment, however, 
wson'’s motor broke a piece out of the 
Urack and punctured the tire of the 
motor. The race was immediately stoppou 
and it was found that the Injury to the 
motor could not be repaired, and after 
considering this fact and consulting both 
men, the race was given to Walthour by 
the officials, but both riders agreed to 
ride | mile as an extra card without 
motors.
